I can perceiye no reason, why the Oonvention should com- 
plicate the question as to our re-admission into fall commu- 
nion with the United States, bj taking up the question of 
State indebtedness and deciding what part shall be recog- 
nised and what part not recognised ; and whether any part 
shall be scaled, and how much scaled, or doing anj thing else, 
wve amending the Oonstitution and enacting such laws as shall 
be deenied indispensably preliminary to our representation in 
the Congress of next winter. I think the whole question as to 
what part of our State debt shall be paid, should be reserved 
for an adjourned session of the OonTention, or for the General 
Assembly ; and for this reason, as well ad the fact that I have 
not yet arrived at any satisfactory eondusions, I abstain, at 
pMsent, from sabmitting any recommendations.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

His Excellency W. W. Holden^ 

Governor of North Carolina : 

Sir : lu compliance with your request I herewith transmit 
the report of the Principal of the N. C. Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb and the Blind showing the operations of the Institu- 
tion from September, 1st 1864, to September, 1st 1865, and, 
its condition at the present time. After a careful estimate of 
the probable cost of supporting the Institution during the 
next year the Board of Directors are of the opinion that it will 
require about $20,000. During the session ending Sept. 1st 
1861, $15,000 was drawn from the Public Treasury with 62 
pupils in attendance. Last Session 84 pupils were in attend- 
ance, and from present prospects this number will be increased 
when the Institution resumes operations. With the large in- 
crease in the price of provisions, clothing, &c., in many inst- 
ances more than 100 per cent, we think the above estimate 
will be barely sufficent to support the Institution. It is the 
intention of the Board to see that the strictest economy shall 
b© practiced in the future management of the Institution, and 
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they express the hope that as they have been enabled through 
the liberality of the State to carry it on successfully amid the 
difficulties of the past four years, that the same noble spirit 
will guarantee its support in the future.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT.

To the President and Board of Directors of the 

N* C Inst, for the Deaf Sf Dumb and the Blind : 

Gentlemen : Having received a communication from His 
Excellency Governor Holden requesting me to prepare a re- 
port of the condition of the Institution to be laid before the 
State Convention which will soon assemble, I beg leave to 
submit the following statement of its operations from Sept, 
1st 1864, to September, 1st 1865. 

During the session ending June, 30th 1865, 84 pupils were 
in attendance, 28 Blind, and b(j Deaf & Dumb. Of this num- 
ber only 15 were pay pupils, the remainder being clothed, fed 
and educated at the expense of the State. 

The stock of provisions secured for the support of the Ins- 
titution being exhausted early in May and having no funds to 
purchase more, Dr. Fisher Superintendent of the Asylum for 
the Insane and myself called on Major-General Schofield, who 
was then commanding the Department of North Carolina 
and made a statement of the condition of the institutions un- 
der our charge. He readily oiTered to give any assistance in 
hi« power to enable us to carry on our operation! and ordered 
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the Commissary Department to issue such rations as might be 
necessary for our support. Since the 20th of May, 1865, I 
have received the necessary supplies of provisions from this 
source with the exception of a few articles purchased with 
funds received for work done in the mechanical departments* 

At the close of the session I sent home all of the pupils 
except 13, who are forced to remain here from various causes. 

For a full statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
Institution from Sept, 1st 1864, to May, 29th 1865, in Con- 
federate currency, I beg leave to refer you to the report of 
Samuel H. Young, Esq., Treasurer of the Institution, as fol- 
lows:

CONSTITUTION 



OF 



NORTH-CAROLINA. 



Decslabation of Rights.— OoNSTTruTioN of Nokth-Oarolina. 

At a Congress of the Eepresentatives of the Freemen of the 
State of Korth-Carolina, assembled at Halifax, the seven- 
teenth day of December, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand seven hundred and seventy-six, for the purpose 
of establishing a Constitution, or Form of Government for 
the State : 

A DECLARATION OF RIGHTS, 

Made hy the Hepresentatives of the Freemen of the State of 
N'orthriJardlina. 

Section 1. That all political power is vested in, and derived 
from, the people only. 

Sec, 2. That the people of this State ought to have the sole 
and exclusive right of regulating the internal government 
and police thereof. 

Sec, 3. That no man or set oi'men are entitled to exclusive 
or separate emoluments or privileges from the community, 
but in consideration of public services. 

Sec. 4. That the Legislative, Executive, and Supreme Ju- 
dicial powers of Government, ought to be forever separate 
and distinct from each other. 
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Sec. 5. That all power af snepending laws, or the execntion 
of laws, by any authority, without consent of the Represen- 
tatives of the people, is injurious to their rights, and ought 
not to be exercised. 

Sec. 6. That elections of members to serre as Bepresenta- 
tives in General Assembly ought to be free. 

Sec. 7. That, in all criminal prosecutions, every man has a 
right to be informed of the accusation against him, and to 
confrpnt the accusers and witnesses with other testimony, and 
shall not be compelled to give evidence against himself; 

Sec. 8. That no freeman shall be put to answer any crimi- 
nal charge, but by indictment, presentment or impeachment. 

Sec. 9. That no freeman shall be convicted of any crime, 
but by the unanimous verdict of a jury of good and lawful 
men, in open court, as heretofore used. 

Sec. 10. That excessive bail should not be required, nor 
excessive fines imposed, nor cruel nor unusual punishments 
inflicted. 

Sec. 11. That general warrants, whereby any officer or 
messenger may be commanded to search suspected places, 
without evidence of the fact committed, or to seize any per- 
son or persons not named, whose offence is not particularly 
described and supported by evidence, are dangerous to liber- 
ty, and ought not to be granted. 

Sec. 12. That no freeman ought to be taken, imprisoned or 
dissiezed of his freehold, liberties or privileges, or outlawed 
or exiled, or in any manner destroyed or deprived of his life, 
liberty or property, but by the law of the land. 

Sec. 18. That every freeman, restrained of his liberty, is 
entitled to a remedy to inquire into the lawfulness thereof, 
and to remove the same if unlawful, and that such remedy 
ought not to be denied or delayed. 

Sec. 14. That, in all controversies at law, respecting prop- 
erty, the ancient mode of trial by jury is one of the best se- 
curities of the rights of the people, and ought to remain 
sacred and inviolable. 

Sec. 15. That the freedom of the press is one of the great 
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bulwarks of liberty, and therefore oughl never to be re- 
strained. 

Sec. 16. That th^ people of this State ought not to be taxed 
•or made subject to the payment of any impost or duty with- 
t)ut the. consent of themselves, or their representatives in 
Oeneral Assembly, freely given. 

Sec. 17. That the people have a right to bear arms for the 
defence of the State, and, as standing armies in time of peace 
are dangerous to liberty, they ought not to be kept up ; and 
that the military should be kept under strict subordination to, 
«nd governed by, the civil power 

Sec. 18. That the people have a right to assemble together 
to consult for their common good, to instruct their Represen- 
tatives, and to apply to the Legislature for redress of griev* 
ances. 

Sec. 19. That all men have a natural and unalienable right 
to worship Almighty God according to the dictates of their 
own consciences. 

Sec. 20. That, for redress of grievances, and for amending 
and strengthening the laws, elections ought to be often held. 

Sec. 21. That a frequent recurrence to fundamental prin- 
ciples is absolutely necessary to preserve the blessings of 
liberty. 

Sec. 22. That no hereditary emoluments, privileges or hon- 
ors ought to be granted or conferred, in this State. 

Sec. 23. That perpetuities and monopolies are contrary to 
the genius of a free State, and ought not to be allowed. 

Sec. 24. That retrospective laws, punishing acts committed 
before the existence of such laws, and by them only declared 
criminal, are oppressive, unjust and incompatible with liber- 
ty ; wherefore, no ex poet facto law ought to be made. 

Sec. 25. The property of the soil, in a free government, 
being one of the essential rights of the collective body of the 
people, it is necessary, in order to avoid future disputes, that 
the limits of the State should be ascertained with precision ; 
and, as the former temporary line between North and South 
Carolina was confirmed and extended by commissioners ap- 
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pointed by the Legislatures of the two States, agreeable to 
the order of the late King George the Second, in Council, 
that line, and that only, should be esteemed the Southern 
boundary of this State, as follows : tha;t is to say^ beginning 
on the sea side, ^t a cedar stake at or near the mouth of Lit- 
tle Eiver, being the southern extremity of Brunswick county, 
and running from thence, a north west course through the 
boundary house, which stands in thirty-three degrees fifty-six 
minutes, to thirty -five degrees north latitude ; and from thence 
a west course, so far as is mentioned in the charter of King 
Charles the Second, to the late proprietors of Carolina. There- 
fore, all the territories, seas, water, and harbors, with their 
appurtenances, lying between the line above described and 
the southern line of the State of Virginia, which begins on 
the sea shore, in thirty-six degrees thirty minutes north lati- 
tude, and from thence runs west, agreeable to said charter 
of King Charjes, are the right and property of the people of 
this State, to be held by them in sovereignty, any partial line, 
without the consent of the Legislature of this State, at any 
time thereafter directed or laid out, in any wise, notwitstand- 
ing. Provided always^ That this declaration of rights shall 
not prejudge any nation or nations of Indians from enjoying 
euch hunting grounds as may have been, or hereafter shall 
be, secured to them, by any former or future Legislature of 
this State. And provided also^ That it shall not be construed 
so as to prevent the establishment of one or more govern- 
ments westward of this State, by consent of the Legislature. 
And provided further^ That nothing herein contained, shall 
affect the titles or possessions of individuals, holding or claim- 
ing, under the laws heretofore in force, or grants heretofore 
made by the late King George the Third, or his predecessors, 
or the late Lords Proprietors, or any of them.

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CONSTITUTION OF NORTH-OAROUNA. 



The CoNSTirunoN or form of Government, agreed to and re- 
solved upon by the Representatives of the freemen^f the 
State of North-Carolina, elected and chosen for that par- 
ticular purpose, in Congress assembled, at Halifax, the eigh- 
teenth day of December, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand seven hundred and seventy-six. 

Whereas, allegiance and protection are in their nature re- 
ciproca,!, and the one should of right be refused when the other 
is withdrawn. And whereas, George the Third, King of 
Great Britain, and late Sovereign of the British American 
Colonies, hath not only withdrawn from them his protection, 
but, by an act of the British Legislature, declared the inhab- 
itants of these States out of the protection of the British Crown, 
and all their property found upon the high seas liable to be 
seized and confiscated to the uses mentioned in the said act. 
And the said George the Third has also sent fleets and armies 
to prosecute a- cruel war against them, for the purpose of re- 
ducing the inhabitants of the said colonies to a state of abject 
slavery. In consequence whereof, all government under the 
said King, within the said colonies, hath ceased, and a total 
dissolution of government in many of them hath taken place. 
And whereas, the Continental Congress having considered 
the premises, and other previous violations of the rights of the 
good people of America, have therefore declared, that the 
Thirteen United Colonies are, of right, wholly absolved from 
all allegiance to the British Crown, or any other foreign juris- 
diction whatsoever, and that the said colonies now are, and 
forever shall be, free and independent States. "Wherefore, in 
our present State, in order to prevent anarchy and confusion, 
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it b^b'oiilK^s necessary that a govef nment should be established 
in this State : Therefore, We, the Kepreeentatives of the Free- 
men of North-Oarolina, chosen and assembled in Congress for 
the express purpose of framing a Constitution, nnder the an- 
thority of the people, most conducive to their happiness and 
prosperity, do declare that a Government for this State shall 
be established in manner and form following, to wit : 

SECTION Iv 

m 

That the Legislative authority shall be vested in two dis- 
tinct branches, both dependent on the people, to wit: a Sen- 
ate and House of Commons. 

SECnOK II. 

That the Senate shall be composed of Kepresentatives [an- 
nually*] chosen by ballot,, one from each [county] in this» 
State. 

fSEcnoisi nr. 

That the House of Commons shall be composed of Eepre^ 
sentatives [annually] chosen by ballot, [two for each county^ 
and one for eaeh of the towns of Eden ton, Newborn, Wilming^ 
Ion, Salisbury, BiBsboFo»gh and Halifax.} 

SEOPON W' 

That the Senate and House of Commons assembled for the 
purpose of Legislation, shall be denominated the General As- 
sembly. 

SECTION V. 

That each member of the Senate shall have usually resided 
in the [county] in which he is chosen, for one year immedi-

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ately preceding his election ; and for the same time shall have 
possessed, and continue to possess, in the [county] which he 
represents, not less than three hundred acres ot* land in fee« 

SBdlOK Yh, 

That each member of the House of Oommons shall have 
usually residecl in the county in which he. is chosen, for one 
year immediately preceding his election, and for six months 
shall have possessed, and continue to possess, in the county 
which he represents, not less than one hundred acres of land 
in fee, or for the term of his own life« 

sBonoir vn. 

That all [freemen] of the age of twenty-one years, who have 
been inhabitants of any one [county] within the State twelve 
months immediately preceding the day of any election, and 
possessed of a freehold within the same [county] of fifty acres 
of land, for six months next before and at the day of election, 
shall be entitled to vote for a member of the Senate. 

fiBXTnOK vnL 

That all [freemen] of the age of twenty-one years, who have 
been inhabitants of any [county] Iwithin this State twelve 
months immediately preceding the day of any election, and 
-shall have paid public taxes, shall be entitled to vote for 
members of the House of Commons for the county in which 
be resides. 

SBCmOH IX. 

flhat aH persons possessed of a freehold in any town in this 
State, having a right of representation, and also all freemen 
who have been inhabitants of any such town twelve months 
next before and at the day of election, and shall* have paid 
public taxes, shall be entitled to vote for a member to repre- 
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sent such town in the House of Commons. Provided alwaySy 
That this section shall not entitle any inhabitknt ot such towD 
to vote for members of the House of Commons for the county 
in which he may reside, nor any 'freeholder in such county, 
who resides without or beyond the limits of such town, to- 
Tote for a member for said town.} 

SECTION X. 

That the Senate and House of Commons, when met, shall 
each have power to choose a Speaker and their other officers, 
be judges of the qualifications and elections of their members,, 
sit upon their own adjournments ixom day to day, and pre- 
pare bills to be passed into laws. The two Houses shall di- 
rect writs of elections for supplying intermediate vacancies,, 
and shall also jointly, by ballot, adjourm themselves to any 
future day and place. 

SECTION 23. 

That all bills shall be read three times in each House be- 
fore they pass into kws, and be signed by the Speakers of 
both Houses. 

SEenoN xn. 

That every person who shall be chosen a member of the 
Senate or House of ComnK>ns, or appointed to any office or 
place of trust, before taking his seat, or en>ter]ng upon the 
execution of his office, shall take an oath to the State ; and 
all officers shall also take an oath of office. 

SBCnON XIII. 

That the General Assembly shall, by joint ballot of both 
Houses, appoint Judges of the Supreme Courts of Law and 
Equity, Judges of Admiralty, and [Attorney General,] who 
shall be commissioned by the Governor, and bold their offices 
during good behavior^ 
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[That the Senate and House of Commons shall have power 
to appoint th^^Generals and Field Officers of the Militia, and 
all officers of the Begalar Army of this State.] 

SECTION XV. 

[That the Senate and House of Commons jointly, at their 
firat meeting after each annual election, shall by ballot elect 
a Governor for one year, who shall not be eligible to that of- 
fice longer than three years in six successive years.] That 
no person under thirty years of age, and who has not been a 
resident in this State above five years, and having in the 
State a freehold in lands and tenements, above the value of 
one thousand pounds, shall be eligible as Governor. 

SECTION XVI. 

That the Senate and House of Commons jointly, at their 
first meeting after each [annual] election, shall by ballot elect 
seven persons to be a Council of State for [one year,] who 
shall advise the Governor in the execution of his office ; and 
that four members shall be a quorum ; their advice and pro- 
ceedings shall be entered in a journal to be kept for that pur- 
pose only, and signed by the members present; to any part 
of which any member present may enter his dissent ; and 
such Journal shall be laid before the General Assembly when 
called for by them. 

SECTION xvn. 

That there shall be a seal of this State, which shall be kept 
by the Governor, and used by him as occasion may require, 
and shall be called the Great Seal of the State of North-Car- 
olina, and be affixed to all Grants and Commissions. 
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fiBcnoN xvm. 

That the Governor for the time being shall be Captain- 
General and Commander-in-Chief of the Militia ; and in the 
recess of the General Assembly, shall have power, by and 
with the advice of the Council of State, to embody the Militia 
for the public safety. 

BSOTION XIX. 

That the Governor for the time being, shall have power to 
draw for and apply such suras of money as shall be voted by 
the General Assembly, for the contingencies of Government, 
and be accountable to them for the same ; he also may, by 
and with the advice of the Council of State, lay embargoes, 
or prohibit the exportation of any commodity, for any term 
not exceeding thirty days at any one time, in the recess of 
the General Assembly, and shall have the power of granting 
pardons and reprieves, except where the prosecution shall be 
carried on by the General Assembly, or the law shall other- 
wise direct ; in which case he may, in the recess, grant a re* 
prieve until the next sitting of the General Assembly ; and 
may exercise all the other executive powers of Government, 
limited and restrained as by this Constitution is mentioned 
and according to the laws of the State ; and on his death, in- 
ability or absence from the State, the Speaker of the Senate 
for the time being, and in case of his death, inability, or ab- 
sence from the State, the Speaker of the House of Commons 
shall exercise the powers of the Governor, after such death, 
or during such absence or inability of the Governor or Speak- 
er of the Senate, [or until a new nomination is made by the 
General Assembly.] 

SBOnOK XX. 

Ibst in every case where any ofiScer, the right of whose 
appointment is, by^ this Constitution, vested in the General 
Assembly, shall, during their recess, die, or his office by other 
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tneans becomes vftcant, the Governor shall have power, with 
the advice of the Council of State, to fill up snch vacancy, by 
granting a temporary commission, which shall expire at the 
end of the next session of the General Assembly. 

SECTION XXI. 

Tliat the Governor, Judges of the Supreme Courts of Law 
and Equity, Judges of Admiralty, and Attorney General, 
shall have adequate salaries during their continuance in 
office. 

SEonoN xxn. 

That the General Assembly shall, by joint ballot of both 
Houses, [annuaUy] appoint a Treasurer or Treasurers for this 
State. 

SBCTiOK xxm. 

That the Governor and other officers offending against the 
State, by violating any part of this Constitution, mal-adminis- 
tration, or corruption, may be prosecuted on the impeach- 
ment of the General Assembly, or presentment of the Grand 
Jury of any Court of Supreme Jurisdiction in this State. 

SECTION XXIV. 

That the General Assembly shall, by joint ballot of both 
Houses, [triennially] appoint a Secretary for this State. 

SECTION XXV. 

That DO persons, who heretofore have been, or hereafter 
may be receivers of the public moneys, shall have a seat in 
either House of General Assembly, or be eligible to any 
office in this State, until such person shall have fully ac- 
counted for and paid into the Treasury, all sums for which 
they may be accountable and liable. 
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BBOnON XXVI. 

That no Treasurer shall have a seat in either the Senate, 
House of Commons, or Council of State, during his continu- 
ance in that office, or before he shall have finally settled his 
accounts with the public, for all monies which may be in his 
hands at the expiration of his office, belonging to the State, 
and hath paid the same into the hands of the succeeding 
Treasurer. 

SECTION xxvn. 

That no officer in the Regular Armj or Navy, in the ser- 
vice and pay of the United States, of this or any other State, 
or any contractor or agent for supplying such Army or Navy 
with clothing or provisions, shall have a seat in either the 
Senate, House of Commons, or Council of State, or be eligible 
thereto; and any member of the Senate, House of Commons 
or Council of State, being appointed to, and accepting of such 
office, shall thereby vacate his seat. 

SECTION xxvra. 

That no member of the Council of State shall have a seat 
either in the Senate or House of Commons. 

SECTION XXIX. 

That no Judge of the Supreme Court of Law or Equity, or 
Judge of Admiralty, shall have a seat in the Senate, House 
of Commons, or Council of State. 

SECTION XXX. 

That to Secretary of this State, Attorney General, or Clerk 
of any Court of Eecord, shall have a seat in the Senate, House 
of Commons, or Council of State. 
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SECTION XXXL 

That no Clergyman, or Preacher of the Gospel, of any de- 
nomination, shall be capable of being a member of either the 
Senate, House of Commons, or Council of State, while he 
continues in the exercise of the pastoral function. 

SECTION xxxn. 

That no person who shall deny the being of God, or the 
truth of the [Protestant] Religion, or the divine authority 
either of the Old or New Testament, or who shall hold reli- 
gious principles incompatible with the freedom and safety of 
the State, shall be capable of holding any oflSce, or place of 
trust or profit in the civil department within this State. 

SECTION xxxin 

That the Justices of the Peace, within the respective coun- 
ties in this State, shall in future be recommended to the 
Governor for the time being, by the Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly, and the Governor shall commission them ac- 
cordingly. And the Justices, when so commissioned, ehall 
hold their offices during good behavior, and shall not be re- 
moved from office by the General Assembly unless for mis- 
behaviour, absence, or inability. 

SECTION XXXIV. 

That there shall be no establishment of any one Religious 
Church or denomination in this State, in preference to any 
other ; neither shall any person, on any pretence whatsoever, 
be compelled to attend any place of worship, contrary to his 
own faith cflr judgment ; nor be obliged to pay for the pur- 
chase of any glebe, or the building of any house of worship, 
or for the maintenance of any minister or ministry contrary 
to what he believes right, or has Toluntarily and personally 
engaged to perform ; bat all p^sons shall be at liberty to 
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exercise their own mode of worship : Provided^ that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to exempt preachers of 
treasonable or seditions discourses from legal trial and pun- 
ishment. 

BBOnON XXXV. 

That no person in the State shall hold more than one lucra- 
tive office at any one time. Providedy that no appointment 
in the Militia, or to the office of a Justice of the Peace, shall 
be considered as a lucrative office. 

SECTION XXXVI. 

That all Commissions and Grants shall run in the name of 
the State of North-Carolina, and bear test and be signed by 
the. Governor. All writs shall run in the same manner, and 
bear test and be signed by the clerks of the respective Courts. 
Indictments shall conclude, against the peace and dignity of 
the State. 

BKcnoN xxxvn. 

That the Delegates for this State to the Continental Con- 
gress, while necessary, shall be chosen annually by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, by ballot, but may be superceded in the mean- 
time, in the same manner : and no person shall be elected to 
serve in that capacity for more than three years successively. 

SECTION xxxvra. 

That there shall be a Sheriff, Coroner or Coroners, and 
Constables in each county within this State. 

sEonoN XXXIX. 

That the person of a debtor, where there is not a strong 
presumption of fraud, shall not be continued in prison after 
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delivering np, lona fidey all his estate, real and personal, for 
the nse of his creditors, in such manner as shall be hereafter 
regulated by law. All prisoners shall be bailable by snflS- 
cient sureties, unless for capital offences, when the proof is 
evident, or presumption great, 

SECTION XL. 

That every foreigner who comes to settle in this State hav- 
ing first taken an oath of allegiance to the same, may pur- 
chase, or by other just means, acquire, hold and transfer 
land, or other real estate ; and after one year's residence, 
shall be deemed a free citizen. « 

SECTION ZLI. 

That a school or schools shall be established by the Legis- 
lature, for the convenient instruction of youth, with such sal- 
aries to the masters, paid by the public, as may enable them 
to instruct at low prices; and all useful learning shall be duly 
encouraged and promoted in one or more Universities. 

SECTION XLII. 

That no purchase of land shall be made of the Indian 
natives but on behalf of the .public, by authority of the 
General Assembly. 

SECTION XLm. 

That the future Legislature of this State shall regulate en- 
tails in such manner as to prevent perpetuities. 

SECTION XLTV. 

That the Declaration of Bights is hereby declared to be 
part of the Constitution of this State, and ought never to be 
violated on any pretence whatever.

BBCnON XLV. 

That any member of either Hoase of the General Assembly 
shall have liberty to dissent from, and protest against, any act 
or resolve which he may think injurious to the public or any 
individual, and have the reasons of his dissent entered on the 
Journals. 

8BC5TION XL VI. 

That neither House of the General Assembly shall proceed 
upon public business, unless a majority of all the members of 
such House ar^ actually present, and that upon a motion 
made and seconded, the yeas and nays upon any question 
shall be taken, and entered on the Journals; and that the 
Journals of the proceedings of both Houses of the General 
Assembly shall be printed and made public, immediately 
after their adjournment. 

This Constitution is not intended to preclude^the present 
Congress from making a temporaiy provision for the well 
ordering of this State, until the General Assembly shall es- 
tablish Government agreeable to the mode herein before 
prescribed.

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AMENDMENTS. 



"Whereas, The General Assembly of North-Carolina, by an 
Bct passed the sixth day of January, one thousand ^ight hun- 
dred and thirty-five, entitled " An act concerning a Conven- 
tion to amend the Constitution of the Btatp," and by an act, 
supplemental thereto, passed on tlie eighth day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, did direct that 
polls should be opened in every election precinct throughout 
the State, for the purpose of ascertaining whether it was the 
will of the freemen of North-Carolina that there should be a 
Convention of Delegates, to consider of certain amendments 
proposed to be made in the Constitution of said State ; and 
did further direct, that, if a majority of all the votes polled by 
the freemen of North-Carolina should be in favor of holding 
such Convention, the Governor should, by Proclamation, an- 
nounce the fact, and thereupon the freemen aforesaid should 
elect delegates to meet in Convention at the City of Raleigh, 
on the first Thursday in June, oue thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-five, to consider of the said amendments ; And 
whereas, a majority of the freemen of North-Carolina did, by 
their votes at the polls so opened, declare their will that a 
Convention should be had to consider of the amendments pro- 
posed ; and the Governor did, by proclamation, announce the 
fact that their will had been so declared, and an election for 
delegates to meet in Convention as aforesaid, was accordingly 
had : Now, therefore, we, the delegates of the good people of 
North-Carolina, having assembled in Convention, at the City 
of Raleigh, on the first Thursday in June, one thousand eight 
hundred iand thirty-five, and having continued in session from. 
day to day, until the eleventh of July, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-five, for the more deliberate consideration 
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of said amendments, do now submit to the determination of 
all the qaalified voters of the State, the following amendmentB 
in the Constitntiou thereof, that is to say : 

ARTICLE L ' 

SBXTTION I. 

Tlie Senate of this State shall consist of fifty Bepresenta- 
tives, biennially chosen by ballot, and to be elected by dis- 
tricts ; which districts shall be laid off by the General Assem- 
bly, at its first session after the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty-one ; and afterwards at its first session after 
the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one ; and then 
every twenty years thereafter, in proportion to the public 
taxes paid into the Treasury of the State by the citizens there- 
of; and the average of the public taxes paid by each county 
into the Treasury of the State, for the five years preceding 
the laying off of the districts, shall be considered as its pro- 
portion of the public taxes, and constitute the basis of appor- 
tionment ; Provided^ That no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senatorial District. And when there are one 
or more counties, having an excess of taxation above the ratio 
to form a Senatorial district, adjoining a county or counties 
deficient in such ratio, the excess or excesses aforesaid shall 
be added to the taxation of the county or counties deficient ; 
and if, with such addition, the connty or counties receiving it 
shall have the requisite ratio, such county and counties each 
fihall constitute a Senatorial district. 

The House of Commons shall be composed of one hundred 
and twenty Kepresentatives, biennially chosen by ballot, to 
■be elected by counties according to' their federal population, 
that is, according to their respective numbers, which shall be 
determined by adding to the whole number of free persons, 
including those bound to service for a term of years, and ex- 
cluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons ; 
;and each. county ^b^Ji have at least one member in the House 
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t>f Commons, although it may not contain the requisite ratio 
Df population. 

This apportionment shall be made by the General Assembly, 
at the respective times and periods when the districts for the 
Senate are herein before dii^ec^ed to be laid off; and the said 
apportionment shall be made according to an enumeration to 
be ordered by the General Assembly, or according to the 
Census which may be taken by order of Congress, next pre- 
ceding the period of making such apportionment. 

In making the apportionment in the House of Commons, 
the ratio of representation shall be ascertained by dividing 
the amount -of federal population of the State, after deducting 
that comprehended within those counties which do not sev- 
erally contain the one hundred and twentieth part of the 
entire Federal population aforesaid, by the number of Repre- 
sentatives less than the number assigned to the said counties. 
To each county containing the said ratio, and not twice the 
said ratio, there shall be assigned one representative ; to each 
county containing twice, but not three times the said ratio, 
there shall be assigned two Eepresentatives, and so on pro- 
gressively, and then the remaining Representatives shall be 
assigned severally to the counties having the largest fractions, 

SECTION n. 

Until the first session of the General Assembly which shall 
be had after the year eighteen hundred and forty-one, the 
Senate shall be composed of members to be elected from the 
several districts hereinafter named, that is to say, the 1st dis- 
trict shall consist of the counties of Perquimans and Pasquo- 
tank ; the 2d district, of Camden and Currituck; the 3d dis- 
trict, of Gates and Chowan ; the 4th district, Washington and 
Tyrrell ; the 5th district, Northampton ; the 6th district, Hert- 
ford; the 7th district, Bertie; the 8th district, Martin ; the 
9th district, Halifax; the 10th district, Nash; the flth die, 
trict, Wake; the 12th district, Franklin; the 13th district^ 
Johnston ; the lith district, Warren ; the 15th district Edge- 
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combe ; the 16th district, Wayne ; the 17th district, Greene 
and Lenoir; the 18th district, Pitt ; the 19th district, Beau- 
fort and Hyde; the 20th district, Carteret and Jones; the 
21st district, Craven ; the 22d district, Chatham ; the 23d dis- 
trict, Granville ; the 24th district, Person ; the 25th district, 
Cnmberland ; the 26th district, Sampson ; the 27th district, 
New Hanover; the 28th district, Duplin ; the 29th district, 
Onslow ; the 30th district, Brunswick, Bladen and Columbus ; 
the 31st district, Robeson and Eichmond ; the 32d district, 
Anson ; the 33d district, Cabarrus ; the 34th district, Moore 
and Montgomery ; the 35th district, Caswell ; the 36th dis- 
trict, Rockingham ; the 37th district, Orange ; the 38th dis- 
trict, Randolph ; the 39th district, Guilford ; the 40th district, 
Stokes ; the 41st district, Rowan ; the 42d district, Davidson ; 
the 43d district, Surry ; the 44th district, Wilkes and Ashe ; 
the 45th district, Burke and Yancy ; the 46th district, Lin- 
coln ; the 41th district, Iredell ; the48th district, Rutherford ; 
the 49th district, Buncombe, Haywood and Macon ; and the 
50th district, Mecklenburg ; each district to be entitled to 
one Senator. 

Until the first session of, the General Assembly after the 
year eighteen hundred and forty-one, the House of Commons 
shall be composed of members elected from the counties in 
the following manner, viz: The counties of Lincoln and Or- 
ange shall elect four members each. The counties of Burke, 
Chatham, Granville, Guilford, Halifax, Iredell, Mecklenburg, 
Rowan, Rutherford, Surry, Stokes and Wake, shall elect 
three members each. The counties of Anson, Beaufort, Ber- 
tie, Buncombe, Cumberland, Craven, Caswell, Davidson, 
Duplin, Edgecombe, Franklin, Johnston, Montgomery, New 
Hanover, Northampton, Person, Pitt, Randolph, Robeson, 
Richmond, Rockingham, Sampson, Warren, Wayne and 
Wilkes, shall elect two members each. The counties of Ashe, 
Bladen, Brunswick, Camden, Columbus, Chowan, Currituck, 
Carteret, Cabarrus, Gates, Greene, Haywood, Hertford, Hyde, 
Jones, Lenoir, Macon, Moore, Martin, Nash, Onslow, Pas- 
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quotank, Perquimans, Tyrrell, Washington and Yancey, shall 
elect one meiuber each. 

SBCnON HI. 

Each member of the Senate shall have usually resided in 
the district for which he is chosen, for one year immediately 
preceding his election, and for the same time shall have pos- 
sessed and continue to possess, in the district which he repre- 
sents, not less than three hundred acres of land in fee. 

All freemen of the age of twenty-one years, (except as is 
hereinafter declared) who have been inhabitants of any one 
district within the State, twelve months immediately preced- 
ing the day of any election, and possessed of a freehold 
within the same district of fifty acres of land, for six months 
next before and at the day of election, shall be entitled to 
vote for a member of the Senate. 

No free negro, free mulatto, or free person of mixed blood, 
descended from negro ancestors, to the fourth generation, 
inclusive, (though one ancestor of each generation may havo 
been a white person,) shall vote for members of the Senate 
or House of Commons. 

SBOTTOV IV. 

In the election of all officers, whose appointment is confer- 
red on the General Assembly by the Constitution, the vote 
shall be viva voce. 

The General Assembly shall have power to pass laws ragu- 
lating the mode of appointing and removing Militia Officers. 

The General Assembly shall have power to pass general 
laws, regulating divorce and alimony, but sh^Jl not have 
power to grant a divorce, or secure alimony, in any individ- 
ual case. 

The General Assembly shall not have power to pass any 
private law, to alter the name of anj person, or to legitimate 
any persons not born in lawful wedlock, or to restore to the 
rights of citizenship, any person convicted of an infamous 
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erime ; bnt shall hhre power to pass general laws.rejpEiIatiii^ 
the same. 

The General Assembly shall not pass ary private law, un^ 
less it shall be made to appear, that thirty days notke of ap- 
plication to pass such law shall have been given, n^der such 
directions and in such manner as shall be provided by law. 

If vacancies shall occur by death, resignation or €4;herwise,. 
before the meeting of the General Assembly, writs may be 
issued by the Governor, under such regulations aa may be 
prescribed by law. 

The General Assembly shall meet biennially, and at each 
biennial session shall elect, by joint vote of the two- Houses, 
a Secretary of State, Treasurer, and Council of State, who- 
shall continue in bjBBce for the term of two years^ 

ARTICLE n. 

The Governor shall be chosen by the qualified voters for 
the members of the House of Commons, at such time and 
places as the members of the General Assembly are elected.. 

He shall hold his office for the term of two years fmm the 
time of his installation, and until another stball be elected^ and 
qualified ; but ho shall not be eligible more than feur years 
in any term of six years. 

The returns of every election for Governor, shall be sealed 
up and transmitted to the seat of Government, by the return- 
ing officers, directed to the Speaker of the Senate, who* shall 
open and publish them in the presence of a majority of the 
members of both Houses of the General Assembly. The 
person ' having the highest number of votes shall be Gover- 
nor ; bnt if two or more shall be equal and highest in votes^ 
one of them shall be chosen Governor by joint vote of both 
Houses of the General Assembly. 

Contested elections for Governor, shall be, determined by 
both Houses of the General Assembly, in such ipanner aa> 
shall be prescribed by law. 
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The Governor elect shall enter on the duties of the office, 
on the first day of January next after bis election, having 
previously taken the oaths of office in presence of the 
members of both branches of the Greneral Assembly, or 
before the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, who, in case 
the Governor elect should be prevented from attendance 
before the General Assembly, by sickness or other unavoida* 
ble cause, is authorized to administer the same. 

ARTICLE III. 

SECTION I. 

The Governor, Judges of the Supreme Court, and Judges 
of the Superior Courts, and all other offlsers of this State, 
(except Justices of the P.eace and. Militia officers,) may be im- 
peached for wilfully violating any Article of the Constitution, 
mal-administration, or corruption. 

Judgment, in cases of impeachment, shall not extend fur- 
ther than to removal from office, and disqualification to bold 
and enjoy any office of honor, trust,, or profit under this State ; 
but the party convicted may, nevertheless, be liable to indict« 
ment, trial, judgment, and punishment, according to law. 

The House of Commons shall have the sole power of im- 
peachment. The Senate shall have the sole power to try all 
impeachments ; no person shall be convicted upon any im- 
peachment, unless two-thirds of the Senators present shall 
concur in such conviction ; and before the trial of any im. 
peachment, the members of the Senate shall take an oath or 
affirmation, truly and impartially to try and determine the 
charge in question, according to evidence. 

SBcnoK n* 

Any Judge of the Supreme Court, or of the Superior Courts, 
may be removed from office for mental or physical inability^ 
upon a concurrent resolution of two-thirds of both branches 
of the General Assembly. The Judge against whom the Leg- 
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islatare may be about to proceed, shall rt6'6tve ixtitic^ ttere<yf, 
accompanied by a copy of the Cdif^es alleged for his removal, 
at least twenty days before the day on which either branch 
of the General Assembly shall act theret>n. 

The salaries of the Judges of the Supreme Court, or of the 
Superior Courts, shall not be diminished daring their con- 
tinuance in oflSce. 

SECTION m. 

Upon the conviction of any Justice of the Peace of any 
infamous crime, or of corruption and mal-practice in office, 
the commission of such Justice shall be thereby vacated, and 
he shall be forever disqualified from holding such appoint- 
xnent 

SECTION IV. 

The General Assembly, at its first session after year one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine, and from time to 
time thereafter, shall appoint an Attorney General, who shall 
be commissioned by the Governor, and shall hold his office 
for the term of four years ; but if the General Assembly 
Bhould hereafter extend the term during which Solicitors 
of the State shall hold their officers, then they shall have 
power to extend the term of office of the Attorney General 
to the same period. 

ABTIOLE IT. 

SBCmOH I. 

Ko Convention of the people shall be called by the General 
Assembly, unless by the concurrence of two-thirds of all the 
members of each House of the General Assembly. 

No part of the Constitution of this State shall be altered, 
unless a bill to alter the same shall have been read three 
times in each House of the General Assembly, and agreed to 
by three-fifths of the whole number of members cf eaeb 
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Souse respectively ; nor shall any alteration take place until 
the Bill so agreed to shall have been published six months^ 
previous to a new election of members to the General Assem- 
bly, If, after such publication, the alteration proposed by 
the preceding General Assembly, shall be agreed to in the 
first session thereafter, by two- thirds of the whole represen- 
tation in each Bouse of the General Assembly, after the same 
shall have been read three times, on three several days, in 
each House, then the said General Assembly shall prescribe 
a mode by which the Amendment or Amendments may be 
submitted to the qualified voters of the House of Commons 
throughout the State ; and if, upon comparing the votes given 
in the whole State, it shall appear that a majority of the voters 
have approved thereof, then, and not otherwise, the same 
shall become a part of the Constitution. 

SEOTION n. 

The thirty-second section of the Constitution shall be amen- 
ded to read as follows : — 'So person who shall deny the being 
of God, or the truth of the Christian Religion, or the divine 
authority of the Old or New Testament, or who shall hold re- 
ligious principles incompatible with the freedom or safety of 
the State, shall be capable of holding any office or place of 
trust or profit in the civil department within this State. 

BBonoir ni. • 

Capitation tax shall be equal throughout the State upon all 
indi^dnals subject to the same. 

All free males over the age of twenty-one years, and under 
the age of forty-five years, and all slaves over the age of 
twelve years, and under the age of fifty years, shall be subject 
to Capitati3n tax, and no other person shall be subject to such 
tax ; provided that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
exeniptlons of taxable polls as heretofore prescribed by law 
in oases of bodily infirmity.

Ko person who shall hold any odice or place of trust or 
profit under the United States^ or any department thereof 
or under this State, or any other State or Oovernment, shall 
hold or exercise any other ofSce or place of trust or profit un- 
der the authority of this State, or be eligible to a seat in 
either House of the General Assembly : Provided^ That 
nothing herein contained shall extend to ofScers in the Mili- 
tia or Justices of the Peace.

AN ACn TO AMEND THE CONSTITtTTlON OF THB STATE OF NORTH- 

OAKOLINA. 

Whereas, at the session of the last General Assembly, be- 
gun and held at Raleigh, on the third Monday of November, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty* 
four, a bill entitled " A bill to amend the Constitution of the 
State of North-Carolina," was read three times in each house 
of the said General Assembly, and agreed to by three-fifths of 
the whole number of members of each house respectively :

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE REVENCJE EOR THE 
YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SIXTY-flVE. 

Section 1. Beit ordained hy the delegates of the peojpU of 
North-Carolina in Corivention assembled^ and it w hereby 
ordained by the authority of the same^ That the sherifFs of 
this State, collect in their respective Counties, in the existing 
national currency, and pay over to the Public Treasurer, 
before the fii-st day of February, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
six, taxes on the subjects and persons, and according to the 
rates hereinafter set forth — these taxes applying and operating 
during the twelve months next preceding the first day of 
January, eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 

Sko. 2. On every surgeon dentist, physician, lawyer, por- 
trait painter, daguerrean artist, or other peraon taking like- 
nesses of the hnman face, every commission merchant, factor, 
broker, owner of a cotton or woollen factory, except when such 
factory has been destroyed, and auctioneer whose total re- 
ceipts and income in the way of practice, fees, commissions 
or emoluments from his profession or business exceed one 
thonsand dollars, one per cent, on the total amount of hia 
receipts or income. 



Beo. 8. On every gpllon of whisky, t>ran%, or otli^r spir- 
ituous liquor distilleator his own use or for sale, by the owner 
or person using any distillery, twenty-five cents ; and a like 
sum on every gallon distilled for other persons, to be paid by 
the person for whom the same was distilled, and on every 
gallon of whisky, brandy, or other spirituous Jiquor distilled 
out of this State and imported into it for sale, a tax of fifty 
cents. 

Sec. 4. On every company of circus riders, or exhibitors of 
collections of animals, for every county in which they shall 
exhibit for reward, fifty dollar€. 

Sec. 5. On every company of theatrical players or persons 
performing feats of strength or agilit3'^, or exhibiting natu- 
ral or artificial objects, lor each county in which they shall 
exhibit for reward, fifteen dollars.

On every bowling alley, whether called a nine or 
ten pin alley, or by any other name, fifty dollars. 

On every livery stable, or place where horses are 
kept for hire, twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 11. On every retailer by a measure less than a quart 
of spirituous liquor, wine or cordial, or malt liquors, seventy- 
five dollars for each place where such retailing may be car- 
ried on: Provided^ however^ that in all cases in which a 
license has been granted to any retailer of spirituous liquors, 
and he has paid any amount to the sheriff or clerk of the 
county court of his county for such license, the amount so 
paid shall be credited to such retailer in the collection of the 
tax laid by this section : Provided^ however, that if any 8uel> 
retailer shall, on or before the first day of November next^ 
have altogether ceased to retail as aforesaid, and shall not

Skc. 15. On each hale of cotton, or hogshead of toInikiCO,' 
or on ever)' two hunched dollars worth of tiiannfacturcMl to-' 
bacco of the ^^n»^vtii of this State, held or owned in this 
State or elsewlte't* Hf any tinie during the yoar eiirlieen hun- 
dred and g^ixt}-tivt*, l>y pi^rs<'»s producing the same, a tax of 
one dollar.

It shall be the duty of the sheriff, or his depnty, 
to demand payment of the taxes by this ordinance imposed, 
from the parties owing the same, as promptly as may be 
practicable; and if such taxes shall not be paid within twen- 
ty days after such demand, it shall be lawful for such sheriff, 
by himself or his deputy, to proceed to collect such taxes, 
with ten per cent additional thereto, by distraint and sale of 
the goods, chattels, or effects of the delinquent tax-payers, 
and use all other remedies prescribed in the Kevised Code 
against delinquent tax-payers. 

Seo. 23. The persons now acting in the several counties of 
this State as sheriffs, under the existing provisional govern- 
ment, shall, as soon as practicable, summon the Justices of 
the Peace appointed by the Provisional Governor for their 
respective counties, to meet at the Court House of their several 
counties, on a day certain ; and before a majority, or such num- 
ber of said Justices as shall be so assembled, such sheriffs 
shall enter into the bonds as required by chapter one hun- 
dred and five of the Kevised Codfe, entitled " Sheriffs," with 
good security, to be approved by a majority of the Justices 
so assembled, and deliver such bonds to the clerks of the 
County Courts heretofore appointed by the justices afore- 
said ; and thereupon such sheriffs are empowered and direct- 
ed to collect the taxes imposed or laid by this ordinance, 
under the provisions, and subject to the pains and penalties 
set forth in the chapter of the Ilevised Code above referred 
to, except in such particulars as are otherwise provided for 
in this ordinance : Provided^ however^ That if the persons 
referred to as acting sheriffs^ refuse or decline to enter into the 
bonds required, then, and in that event, the Justices afore- 
said may appoint some other person to qualify and act as 
sheriff, under the provisons of this ordinance, who shall enter 
into bond as aforesaid. 

Sec. 24. The several sheriffs shall file with the clerks of the 
county courts of their respective counties, the names of the 
persons from whom they shall have collected any tax under 
this ordinance, annexing to the name of each tax payer the 
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amount collected from him, with careful additions of the 
whole, showing the aggregate amount collected ; which state- 
ment he shall subscribe and verify by aflSdavit before such 
clerk, in the words following ; " I swear that the foregoing 
statement truly sets forth the name of each individual, firm 
and corporation from which I have collected taxes, and the 
amount paid by each of them, under the ordinance of the 
Convention, entitled an ordinance to provide revenue for the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-five ; ratified the eighteenth 
day of October, eighteen hundred and sixty-five ;" all sums 
which may have been received by any sheriflf, or clerk of any 
court in the name of the State as taxes, fines, forfeitures or 
otherwise, shall, if received by the clerk, be paid to the 
sheriff; and all such sums shall be entered in the statement 
to be filed by the sheriff as aforesaid ; and the clerk shall 
furnish to the sheriff a certificate verified by his signature 
and official seal, showing the total amount of such collections, 
to be filed by said sheriff with the Public Treasurer, when 
he shall pay over the same to said Treasurer. 

Sbc. 25. The clerks of said courts shall make a copy of the 
statement returned by the sheriff, and keep the same posted 
up in some conspicuous and accessible place in the Court 
House, for one month immediately after the filing of the 
same, and he shall, at all times, allow any tax-payer of his 
county to inspect the original. 

Sbo. 26. The sheriff shall pay over the money collected as 
aforesaid by him — less six per cent, where the amount col- 
lected is under one thousand dollars ; five per cent, where the 
amount collected is over one thousand dollars and under two 
thousand dollars ; and four per cent, where the amount is over 
two thousand dollars, by way of commissions for his services, 
which he is hereby authorized to retain — to the Public Trea- 
surer, on or before the first day of February, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six. Any sheriff failing to pay to the Public 
Treasurer as aforesaid, shall forfeit to the State one thousand 
dollars ; and the Public Treasurer shall report such defaulting 
gberiff to the solicitor for the judicial district in which such

£e it ordained hy the delegates of the people of Norihn 
Carolina, in Cowt^erdi&n ossemMedy and it is hereby or^ 
dained^ That the persons appointed by the Provisional Gov- 
ernor, Judges of the Oimrts of Oyer and Terminer, ara 
hereby invested with power to exercisp, severally, at their 
chambers, all such powers and authorities as by the laws of 
the State are conferred on the Judges o-f the Superior Courta 
of law and equity at chambers, and may issue writs of i»* 
junction, sequestration, n^ exeat and capias^ under the rule» 



«na rdgrilations prescribed in ebapter t¥irty-two of the 
iRevised Code, for the purpose of protecting and securing 
•against 'loss or damage the owner -of any kind of estate, real, 
fpersottal or naixed, or the creditor of any person whatever; 
-and to this end may make ail n^ecessary rules, orders, and 
»decrefes ; for disobedience whereof th^ party offending may 
3»e attached for contempt. 

Be it further ordained^ That said Judges may depute any 
person to execute the process issued by them, and may ap^ 
point a clerk when necessary. They may prescribe, in each 
case, the tim,e wJthia which the pr^ess issued by them shall 
be sei'ved and d>e defeiidaot shall appear. 

JSe it further ordained^ That when any defendant shall 
be enjoined or restrained, iiinlese in case of irreparable inju- 
ry, and 6uch .dofendant will enter into bond with ample secu- 
rity, payable to the plaintiff, in 4ouble tine amount ot the 
iewoa^n valuo of the property, vconditiooed that if said pro-

nations oi femes covert in the manner prescribed by law. 

Be it further ordained^ That the General Assembly shall

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which they may render, under this ordinance, and all sncfr 
persons as may be employed by them in the discharge of the 
duties hereby imposed on them. 

JSe it farther ordained^ That so soon as the Superior Courts

AN ORDINANCE DECLARING WHAT LAWS ANI^ 
ORDNANCES ARE IN FORCE, AND FOR OTHER 
PURPOSES. 

Whesbas, Doubts may arise from the late attempt of the 
State of Korth-Carriiiia to secede from the tTnitedSFateSy 
whether any, and wHat laws have been and are now in force, 
and what acts done by ofifcers and indiVidaals are valid and 
obligatory : Now, for the purpose of preventing such doubt» 
about these and other matters hereinafter mentioned : 

Be it declared antd ordained hy the delegates of tJhej^eopU of 
the State of NorthrCaroUna^ in Convention assembled, and it t> 
hereby declared and ordained as follows ; 1. All the laws of the 
State, except as hereinafter is exeepted^ which on the twen- 
tieth day of May, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, were 
compatible with the allegiance of the citizens of the State t& 
the government of the United States, and not since repealed 
or modified ; and all the laws and ordinances passed since 
that day, except as hereinafter is excepted, compatible with 
such allegiance^ and not since repealed or modified, and 
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which are consistent with the Constitution of the State and 
the United States, are hereby declared to have been, at all 
times since their enactment, and now to be in full force, in 
like manner, and to the same extent, and not otherwise as if 
the State had not on that day, nor at any time since, attempt- 
ed to secede from the government of the United States, and 
as if no question had been made of the lawful authority of 
the Convention assembled on that day, or of any General 
Assembly assembled since that day to enact such laws and 
ordinances, and all other of said ordinances and law? are 
hereby declared to have been and to be null and void : Pro- 
videdy however,! That nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to prevent the General Assembly from repealing 
or modifying any of said laws and ordinances hereby ratified, 
which shall not form a part of the Constitution ^f the State. 

2. All the judicial proceedings had or which may be had 
in the courts of Record and before justices of the peace, shall 
be deemed and held valid in like manner and to the same 
extent, and not otherwise as if the State had not on the said 
day, or since, attempted to secede from the United States. 

3. All contracts, executory and executed, of every nature 
and kind, made on or since the twentieth day of May, eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-one ; and all marriages solemnized 
on or sinc& that day, nnder any authority purporting to be 
the law of the State, shall be deemed to be valid and binding 
between the parties in like manner and to the same extent, 
and not otherwise as if the State had not on the said day, or 
afterwards, attempted to secede from the United States ; 
and it shall be the daty of the General Assembly to provide 
a scale of depreciation of the Confederate currency from the 
time of its first issue to the end of the war ; and all execa* 
tory contracts, solvable in money, whether nnder seal or not, 
made after the depreciation of said currency before the first 
day of May, eighteen hundred and sixty five, and yet unfill- 
ed, (except official bonds and penal bonds payable to the 
State,) shall be deemed to have been made with the nnder- 
standing that they were solvable in money of the value of 
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the said currency, it shall be competent for either of the 
parties to show, by parol or other relevant testimony, what 
the nndorstandiug was in regard to the kind of currency in 
which the same are solvable ; and in snch case, the true un- 
derstanding shall regulate the value of the contract : Pro- 
vided^ That in case the plaintiff, in any suit upon such con- 
tracts will make an affidavit that it whs solvable in other 
currency than that above referred to, then suclf presumption 
shall cease, and it shall be presumed to be payable in such 
currency as shall be mentioned in the affidavit, subject to 
explanation by evidence as aforesaid. 

4. All the acts and doings of the civil officers of the State 
since the twentieth day of May, eighteen hundred and six- 
ty-one, done or which may be done under, and in virtue of 
any authority purporting to be a law of the State which is con- 
sistent with*it8 allegiance to the United States, and with the 
Constitution of the State, shall be deemed valid, and of the 
same force and effect as if the State had not, on that day or 
since, attempted to secede from the United S'iates. 

6. No person who may have been in the civil or military 
service of the State or of the Confederate States, shall be 
held liable for any act done, or which may be done in the 
proper discharge of the duties imposed on him by any au- 
thority purporting to be a law of the State or Confederate 
States Government ; but such person shall be exempt from 
all personal liability therefor, in like manner as if snch act 
had been done under lawful authority : Provided^ neverthe* 
less^ That nothing herein contained shall be so construed as 
to bar any citizen of the State from the civil action for the 
recovery of damages or from indictment on account of any 
improper or illegal execution of the law or authority impoS' 
ing such duties: Provided^ That no order issued without 
authority of what purported to be a law of the State or Con- 
federate States shall be any protection to illegal acts done 
thereunder. 

6. All the acts and deeds of the Provisional Governor of

AN ORDINANCE APPOINTING A JUDGE TO DE- 
TERMINE STATE CLAIMS TO PROPERTY. 

1. Be it ordained hy the delegates of the people in Convention 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained by the same, That Daniel G* 
Fowls, Esquire, of the City of Raleigh, be, and he is hereby 
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appointed a Judge of the State, to hold a court in the city of 
Baleigb, for the purpose of bearing such complaints as may 
be made by the Public Treasurer, or any person under his 
direction, against such persons as hold and detain, or may 
have used, sold, destroyed, or otherwise unlawfully converted 
to their own use, any money or property belonging to the 
State, and for which, according to law, he ought to account. 

2. Be it fy/rther ordained^ That proceedings to recover 
such property or its value when converted or wasted may be 
by bill, in the nature of a bill in Equity, which shall create a 
lien on such property from the filing of such bill, and the 
court, whenever it may be deemed expedient, shall have 
power to issue writs of injunction, sequestration and attach- 
ment in order to protect such money or property, or its value, 
and secure it to the State ; and moreover, shall have power 
to order the sale of such property at any time pending the 
controversy, and bold the proceeds to abide the final decree 
in the cause; and generally shall have all the powers of a 
Court of Equity of the State, and shall be a Court of Becord. 

3. Be it further ordained^ That the Court shall be at all 
times open and sit from day to day, and the business shall be 
conducted under such rules as the Judge may prescribe. He 
shall appoint a clerk and fix his compensation, and the taxed 
fees of the clerk and counsel. 

4. Be it fwrther ordai/ned^ That the Treasurer shall furnish 
the necessary stationery, and pay out of any moneys on hand 
all such incidental expenses as may be necessary to enable 
the court to proceed In its business. 

6. Be it further ordained^ That all moneys collected under 
any decree or order of the court, shall be paid to the Public 
Treasurer, and his receipt shall be taken therefor and handed 
to the Comptroller ; and if any moneys shall be paid or de- 
livered into the oflSce of the court, pending any controversy, 
to abide the event thereof, the same shall be delivered to the 
Treasurer as a special deposit for safe keeping, and shall be 
under the control of the court. 

6. Be U further ordmned^ That the Judge shall be com* 
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pensated for his services by the General Assembly ; and that 
the services of any attorney whom the Public Treasurer shall 
employ to aid him, shall be compensated in like manner. 

7. Beit further ordained^ That until other sheriffs and 
coroners shall be in oflSce, the Judge shall deputize any per- 
son to execute all such process and precepts as he may 
cause to issue, and such person shall be entitled to the same 
fees as sheriffs are in like cases; and if such fees will not, in 
the opinion of the court, compensate the services rendered, 
the court shall fix them and cause them to be taxed in the 
costs. 

8. Be it further ordained^ That either party may appeal to 
the Supreme Court in the manner allowed for appeals from 
Courts of Equity ; and the bond of the defendant, if he ap- 
peal, and a bond is required, shall be transmitted as part of 
the record, and be subject to the law relating to appeal-bonds 
in other cases carried by appeal to the said court. 

9. Be it further ordained^ That if the person herein ap- 
pointed Judge shall decline to accept the oflSce, or at any 
time it should become vacant for that, of any other cause, the 
Provisional Governor is hereby empowered and requested to 
fill the oflSce with some other competent person; and any 
person who may fill it shall be qualified by taking the oaths 
of oflBce.
